As you read this, already I will have 
Bishop Millard at my side. As I write 
this I am looking forward to his com- 
panionship in the task with great antici- 
pation. I have been here long enough, 
have gotten to know him well enough— 
and the needs of the Diocese well enough 
—to know that through him both you 
and I will be well served indeed. 

The pressure of work on your Bishop 
in this year and three-quarters has been 
heavy indeed—and would not have been really manageable 
except for the strong support I have received from Bishop 
Shires, who from love of the Diocese and the whole Church 
of Christ and from loyalty to me was willing to keep “on the 
job” well after his fully-deserved retirement, and the excellent 
work and support of the Canons-to-the-Ordinary and the rest 
of the Diocesan staff—as well as so many of the clergy and 
laity.

To Head Projected Mission District Presbytery 


“Recognition of the need for more effec- 
tive work in the inner city” was cited by 
the office of Bishop James A. Pike of Cali- 
fornia as it announced the appointment of 
the Rev. Ralph Bonacker of San Diego 
to serve as General Presbyter of the Mis- 
sion District. 

The Rev. Mr. Bonacker, who has been 
executive director of Episcopal Community 
Services in San Diego, has also been called 
to be Rector of the Church of Saint John 
the Evangelist in that district. 

At the present time, the Episcopal 
Church has four churches in the area south 
of Market. The establishment of a presby- 
tery will, according to Bishop Pike, enable 
the clergy and laity of these four churches 
to work together in meeting the peculiar 
needs of the “inner city” residents. Bishop 
Pike indicated that in the near future new 
clergy will be named for the Church of the 
Good Samaritan and Holy Innocents 
Church and, when appointed, these men 
also will serve as members of the Mission 
District Presbytery. 


The fourth church, St. Barnabas’, in the 
Excelsior District is currently served by the 
Rev. Lane W. Barton. The Rev. Mr. Barton 
has been appointed Youth Director for the 
entire Presbytery and will serve in that 
connection under the Rev. Mr. Bonacker’s 
direction. 


Plans for the Presbytery have been de- 
tailed by the office of the Rev. Canon Har- 
old Sheffer, Director of Social Relations 
for the Diocese of California. According to 
Canon Sheffer, the Presbytery membership 
will include the clergy at the four churches; 
lay representatives from the churches; the 
Rural Dean of San Francisco, the Rev. Max 
Christensen of St. James Church; the Chap- 
lain of St. Luke’s Hospital, the Rev. For- 
dyce Eastburn; and Canon Sheffer; and lay 
representatives from other Episcopal Par- 
ishes in the city. Mission neighborhood 
centers and Canon Kip Community Center 
will also have representation on the Pres- 
bytery, Canon Sheffer said. 


The Presbytery system recently intro- 
duced into certain areas of the Diocese of 
California by Bishop Pike is designed to 
help the clergy and laity of an area to work 
more closely together, crossing congrega- 
tional lines as they face common com- 
munity problems. The joint programs, in

which the Mission District Presbytery will 
have a special responsibility, include that 
of youth work, adult education, social re- 
lations, stewardship, evangelism, and a 
ministry to the Spanish speaking popula- 
tion. Canon Sheffer's office has announced 
that more than $30,000 will be spent by 
the Diocese of California with some aid 
from the National Council of the Church, 
in the next two years in implementing the 
work of the Mission District Presbytery. 


The Rev. Mr. Bonacker, who will suc- 
ceed the late Rev. Miller Sales as Rector 
of St. John the Evangelist, will assume 
his new post in February. A native of St. 
Louis, Missouri, he is a graduate of Park 
College, Yale Divinity School, and Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary. He has served 
as curate at St. Paul’s Church, Chicago, Illi- 
nois; Chaplain at Bellevue Hospital, New 
York City; Chaplain at the State Training 
School for Boys in Warwick, New York; 
Chaplain at Norton Memorial Infirmary, 
Louisville, Kentucky; Chaplain of the 
City Missions Society, New York City; and 
Rector of Grace Church, New York. He 
is the author of numerous articles on pas- 
toral counselling and is a nationally known 
figure in the Episcopal Church through his 
work in urban community problems. He is 
also an accredited clinical training super- 
visor.

‘Church Art Today’ 
Entries Received 


A large number of entries have been 
received for the “Church Art Today” show, 
scheduled to be held in Grace Cathedral 
from April 3 through May 1. Sponsored by 
the Dean and the Trustees of Grace Cathe- 
dral and other interested Churchmen, the 
purpose of the exhibition is to “stimulate 
the production of good contemporary re- 
ligious aft, to promote its commissioning 
and purchase by churches and individuals, 
and to establish a center at the Cathedral 
for its exhibition and sale.” 


Among the media which will be exhib- 
ited are stained glass, sculpture, painting, 
prints, metal crafts, textiles, mosaics and 
architectural drawings. Two entries may 
be submitted by one artist with the excep- 
tion of prints; one artist may enter six 
prints or three prints and one other work. 


It has been announced that a $300 prize 
will be awarded to the “best in show” and 
a $200 second prize is to be given in the 
same category. A total of $500 will be 
divided into prizes for various media at 
the discretion of the jury and $100 will 
be paid for the work most suitable for 
adaptation as a Grace Cathedral Christmas 
card. 

Registrar of the Exhibition has an- 
nounced that the last date for receiving 
entry cards will be Monday, March 7 and 
that entries should be delivered Friday 
and Saturday, March 11 and 12.

Oakland Convocation 
Begins Full Survey 


Work has been under way for several 
months in the East Bay in connection with 
a study and research project under the pro- 
fessional direction of the Division of Re- 
search of the National Council of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. The Rev. 
John P. Ashey, Vicar of St. Patrick's, El 
Cerrito, is serving as local director of the 
survey and census which will encompass 
the entire counties of Contra Costa and 
Alameda. According to the Rev. Mr. Ashey, 
nearly 1,000 iaymen are currently serving 
on committees with work scheduled to be 
completed by March 31. Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Convocational Survey is the Rev. 
Henry Jesse, Vicar of St. Philip’s, El So- 
brante. 

Preliminary meetings in connection with 
the survey were held by the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Moore, Chief of the Unit of Re- 
search and Field Study in Evanston, Illi- 
nois. Also present were the Rev. Jack Mc- 
Carty and the Rev. Clifford Buzard of the 
National Council staff. Some 35 meetings 
were held in the month of November as 
preliminaries to beginning the survey. 

The survey and census is a pilot project 
for the entire Diocese of California with 
further surveys scheduled to be under- 
taken in 1961 in other Convocations. This 
is the 63rd such study undertaken by the 
Unit of Research which has now done such 
work in about one half of the Dioceses and 
Missionary Districts of the Episcopal 
Church. 

The purpose of the study is to attempt 
to draw a complete picture of the work 
of the Church in a given area as it present- 
ly exists, and also to plan strategy for 
future Church expansion. One of the ob- 
jectives of the census is to record signifi- 
cant data about every family in the two 
counties which contains at least one mem- 
ber who counts himself “an Episcopalian.” 

The first phase of the study included the 
mapping by land use of every community 
in the two counties and the entering on 
these maps of all public, private and paro- 
chial schools, churches, freeways, etc. Dio- 
ceses which have used the survey in the 
past have indicated that it has led them 
to a complete new understanding of the 
work of the Diocese and of the people 
among whom that work is undertaken. 

Pacific Churchman will publish a sum- 
mary report of the project when it has 


been completed. 


EPISCOPAL CHURCHMEN MEET TO FORM 
‘SOCIETY FOR CULTURAL AND RACIAL UNITY’

Meeting at St. Augustine’s College, Ra- 
leigh, North Carolina, Monday, December 
28 through Wednesday, December 30, 
100 Episcopalians from all parts of the 
United States, representing both clergy 
and lay orders, formed the Episcopal So- 
ciety for Cultural and Racial Unity. Fol- 
lowing a brief opening session, the con- 
ference was divided into three workshops: 
Name and Purpose, with the Rev. Canon 
Harold V. Sheffer, Director of Social Re- 
lations of this Diocese as Chairman; Pro- 
gram, the Rev. Dr. Das Kelly Barnett, Pro- 
fessor of Christian Social Ethics at the 
Episcopal Theological Seminary in Austin, 
Texas, as Chairman; and Organization, 
chaired by Mr. John L. McKnight of Chi- 
cago. 

The Rev. William S. Van Meter, Direc- 
tor of Social Relations in the Diocese of 
Chicago, was General Chairman for the 
Conference and conducted all plenary ses- 
sions. Keynote speakers for the Conference 
were the Rev. Kilmer Myers, Vicar of St. 
Augustine’s Chapel, Trinity Parish, New 
York City and Dr. Thomas F. Pettigrew of 
Harvard University, author of the book, 
Christians in Racial Crisis: A Study of 
Little Rock. 

The Conference was a demonstration of 
the age-old principle that nothing is born 
easily. Considerable and heated debates 
surrounded the selection of a name and 
purpose. Opinion concerning the name was 
divided over the use of the word “recon- 
ciliation” as opposed to the word “unity.” 
There were many attending who felt the 
word “unity” would have an immediate 
connotation of intermarriage to those in 
the South and, therefore, felt that “recon- 
ciliation” would be a better choice since its 
theological implications were just as 
strong. However, the majority who felt 
that the name would not be sufficiently 
arresting if the word “unity” were omitted, 
prevailed. 

The workshop charged with bringing in 
a purpose proposed that the Conference 
should adopt as its purpose the following 
statement: “The purpose of this Society 
shall be to encourage men to respond posi- 
tively to God’s call for unity in the Church. 
The unity of God with man and man with 
man is made by God in baptism and Holy 
Communion. We commit ourselves to es- 
tablish total participation in the Church 
for all persons without regard to race, class 
or national origins; to give mutual support 
to all who act in this ministry of recon- 
ciliation and to express this concern at par- 


ish levels and in a mofe creative witness 
throughout the community at large.” 

In a minority report submitted by Canon 
Sheffer, the proposed purpose was adopted 
along with a more lengthy statement by the 
Rev. John Morris of Atlanta, Georgia. 

The intent was to substitute the Rev. 
Mr. Morris’ statement as the program later 
in the Conference but, due to a lack of 
time, it was necessary to proceed to the 
election of the Board of Directors and the 
matter of program was referred to 
the Board of Directors who are made up 
of clergy and lay representatives from each 
of the Provinces in the American Church. 

Thus was born an organization dedi- 
cated to increased acceptance and demon- 
stration of the Church's policies of racial 
inclusiveness in its own life. Major credit 
in this endeavor must be given to the Rev. 
John Morris of Atlanta. It is a society that 
will undoubtedly be called radical by many 
—and so it is. It is radical in the same 
sense that the Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is radical — in that it is not satis- 
fied nor content with the status quo.

Applications will be welcome from clergy, 
directors of Christian education, Episcopal 
lay leaders and leaders from other denomi- 
nations. Tuition is $140 per person and the 
National Department no longer offers 
scholarship assistance.

Coast laboratory should be addressed to the 
Director of Education, Diocese of Califor- 
nia, 1055 Taylor Street, San Francisco, 
California. This laboratory will be open 
to clergy, to certain key diocesan lay lead- 
ers (but not to clergy wives), and to clergy 
and professional workers of other denomi- 
nations. If there is sufficient interest, a 
Training of Trainers program may be un- 


dertaken for those who have already at- 
tended a Group Life Laboratory. It is re- 
quested that registrations be submitted as 
soon as possible in order that further ar- 
rangements for facilities and the recruiting 
of staff can be completed. 


Bishop Pike Named 
‘One of Top Ten’ 


Religious newscaster Richard T. Sut- 
cliffe, in his weekly “Church World News” 
radio program listed Bishop Pike of Cali- 
fornia as one of the ten outstanding re- 
ligious leaders of the 1950s. In citing the 
Bishop, Mr. Sutcliffe called him an “out- 
spoken Episcopal churchman whose in- 
sights into so-called ‘religion in life’ have 
earned for him a reputation of intellectual 
integrity.” In the same broadcast, Sutcliffe 
picked the ten top religious news stories 
of 1959. This list included the entry 
“United States Debates Issue of Birth Con- 
trol,” an issue in which Bishop Pike was 
vitally concerned. 

Others among the outstanding of the 
1950s were: Pope John XXIII, Pope Pius 
XII, Bishop Fulton Sheen, Evangelist Billy 
Graham, Dr. Franklin Clark Frye, Arch- 
bishop Makarios, Martin Luther King, Jr., 
Bishop Otto Dibelius, and Congressman 
Brooks Hays. 


Westlings to Undertake 
Overseas Mission Work 


A reception on Sunday, January 3, hon- 
ored the Rev. and Mrs. Lester L. Westling, 
Jr., on the eve of their departure from the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Berkeley, 
to Baguio in the Philippine Islands. The 
Westlings left in January to take up their 
new missionary duties there, where Fr. 
Westling will serve as Chaplain of the 
Easter School for Igorot children in the 
mountain province of Luzon. He will also 
work in mission outstations serving 22 
congregations which include some 4,000 
Christians. 

Fr. Westling, who was formerly Curate 
at St. Peter’s Church in Redwood City, is 
a graduate of schools in Berkeley and of 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
as well as College of the Pacific. During 
World War II, he served with the Mer- 
chant Marine and the U.S. Naval Reserve; 
he since has served with the Coast Guard 
Reserve. In Berkeley, he served as Chap- 
lain to the West Berkeley Lions Club, was 
a member of the Burbank Junior High 
School PTA Board, and of the Mayor's 
Committees on Urban Renewal and Chil- 
dren and Youth. He has been a member 
of the Department of Christian Social Re- 
lations of the Diocese of California. 

The Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Westling were 
married November 1, 1958 and are now 
the parents of a five month old daughter, 
Karla. Mrs. Westling’s father is the Rev. 
John B. Clark, lifelong missionary who is 
currently serving with the Sioux Indians 
in South Dakota. 

Bishop Pike's office has not yet named a 
successor to the Rev. Mr. Westling at the 
Berkeley Church. 


Alan Taylor Named 


Curate at St. Michael’s 


The Rev. Alan Taylor has been ap- 
pointed as Assistant at the Church of St. 
Michael and All Angels’ in Concord, ac- 
cording to announcement by the Bishop's 
office.

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Concord Church Sends 


Sheep to Ecuador 


In an effort to make the Thanksgiving 
and Christmas seasons more meaningful to 
its members, the parish of St. Michael and 
All Angels’, Concord, promoted the project 
of sending sheep to Ecuador under the 
auspices of Heifer Project. The program 
was developed by the Rev. Dr. Philip J. 
Daunton, Rector, and the Christian Edu- 
cation Committee of the parish. 


A full explanation of the project was 
given in church and church school classes 
on Sunday, December 6. Reminders in the 
form of small cards prepared with the out- 
line of a sheep were distributed. On De- 
cember 13, at both services, church school 
classes came into church with their parents 
and a special offering was taken up with 
every member of the family coming up to 
the altar rail for that purpose. Meanwhile, 
the Christian Education Committee was 
preparing large poster outlines of sheep, 
and as the money came in, these were car- 
ried into the church to signify the number 
of sheep that would be sent. The result of 
the special offering was that nine sheep 
were sent to Ecuador. 


The Heifer Project, under which this 
program was undertaken, is one of the few 
programs in which Protestants, Anglicans, 
and Roman Catholics cooperate in over- 
seas relief. The project collects money to 
send farm animals to various countries 
overseas. One of the requirements of any- 
one accepting these animals, is that he must 
give the first offspring of a Heifer Project 
animal to someone else. Thus, the gift is 
perpetuated indefinitely. 


Sanctuary Sign Demonstrates 
Classic Clergy Education 


The charge has from time to time been 
made that the educational standards of 
Episcopal clergy are not as high as they 
once were. In refutation of this the Editor 
submits the exact wording of a sign he 
recently found in the sacristy of one of 
the churches of the diocese. It seems that 
the flawless Elizabethan prose in which 
this particular clergyman expressed his 
thoughts speaks of a broad education in the 
classical tradition. The sign follows: 


"Be ye careful that ye lock not this door 
on going out; for though perchance thou 
thyself returnest not, nevertheless there 
will be one that cometh in a hurrie for his 
vestments, and if the door be locked it 
behooveth him to hie him to the Priests’ 
Sacristy, there to find the key in the desk 
center drawer, which thing is a darned 
nuisance.”

Returns Home Atter Overseas Study

Katharine Pedley, the first person from 
the diocese of California to attend the sum- 
mer school for college teachers sponsored 
by the Church Society for College Work 
and the National Council, has returned to 
San Francisco. Following her summer at 
the Episcopal Theological Seminary in 
1958, she spent a year in Europe and in the 
Near East where she visited the ruins of 
the Essene monastery at Qumran made 
famous by the Dead Sea Scrolls. There she 
was particularly interested in the ancient 
library and worked with the archaeologists 
and theologians on the spot on some of the 
problems connected with the use and 
origin of the first century manuscripts 
found near the Qumran ruins a decade ago. 
Her findings will be published in Paris 
next month. 


Mrs. Pedley is now translating into Eng- 
lish the French text of “The Teacher of 
Righteousness and Jesus Christ” by the 
noted Hebrew scholar, the Abbe Jean 
Carmignac, editor of the Revue de Qam- 
ran. In his authoritative book for the gen- 
eral reader the Abbe summarizes his 
studies of all of the texts in the Dead Sea 
Scrolls which refer to the Teacher of Right- 
eousness and compares them with what is 
known of the life, person and work of 
Jesus Christ. 

Mrs. Pediey says that her summer at 
Harvard was a stimulating and essential 
preparation for her work at the ruins of 
the ancient library. “It was,” she told us, 
“a great privilege to be one of the 30 col- 
lege teachers from 28 universities — to 
study under such distinguished guidance as 
that of Professor Albert T. Mollegen of 
the Virginia Theological Seminary and 
Professor Robert N. Rodenmeyer of 
C.DS.P., as well as the director, Dr. 
Thomas P. Govan of the National Coun- 
cil. We each pursued our own projects in 
Biblical and theological fields while living 
in the community and participating in the 
liturgy of the church daily. This exciting 
pioneering project of the Church Society 
for College’Work is designed to build up 
in the Episcopal Church a body of lay 
theologians such as England has long had 
in such people as C. S. Lewis and the late 
Dorothy L. Sayers.” 


As those who have enjoyed studying Old 
Testament with Katharine Pedley know, 
she has taken a keen interest in the Dead 
Sea Scrolls for several years. Since coming 
home, she has given several talks on the 
ancient manuscripts and the light they 
throw on the origins of Christianity.

Having received his B.A. degree from 
Princeton University in 1950, he studied 
law for a year before entering Virginia 
Theological Seminary, ftom which he re- 
ceived his B.D. in 1954. From 1954-56, 
Mr. Zabriskie taught at Groton School, 
Groton, Mass., and at the same time he 
coached, ran a dormitory, and assisted in 
the chapel. Since 1956 he has served as 
one of the assistants at St. Thomas church, 
New York City. 

While in school he worked as a camp 
counsellor; as chaplain to a group of Amer- 
icans working in the east side of London, 
England; and spent six months at Roan- 
ridge. 

In 1959, Mr. Zabriskie married Miss 
Thyrza Pope Day, who received her B.A. 
from Wellesley College in 1954. 


Civil Liberties Course 


Offered in San Francisco 


A course in “Political and Civil Liberties 
in the United States” which may be of in- 
terest to churchmen has been announced 
at the University of California Extension, 
55 Laguna Street, San Francisco. The 
classes will begin on February 17 and 
meet on 15 consecutive Wednesday eve- 
nings at 7 p.m. The course will be con- 
ducted by Ephraim Margolin, lecturer in 
law at San Francisco Law School and will 
deal with such constitutional issues as cen- 
sorship and obscenity, military justice, the 
right to a trial, the separation of Church 
and State, labor controversy, racial discrim- 
ination and police powers. 


‘Most Costly Picture’ 
To Be Produced 


Plans for the most costly picture of all 
time, a production of the “Son of God” 
with an estimated cost of $30,000,000 have 
been announced by Parliament Pictures 
Corporation. The chairman of the board 
said that the film, which has been ap- 
proved by a number of church groups, will 
have a cast of 50,000, with 150 principal 
parts. Simultaneous openings will be set 
for several world capitals in Christmas 
Week, 1960, if final plans for the shooting 
materialize. The film will cover the entire 
life of Jesus from the Annunciation 
through the Ascension. 
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The Very Rev. Julian Bartlett, Dean of 
Grace Cathedral, has recently returned 
from a conference on Urban Work held 
at Christ Church, Cincinnati, and attended 
by clergy from all over the Church who 
are concerned with the problems of the 
churches in the “inner city.” As part of a 
Conference agenda, the group produced 
the following statement which seems to 
have direct application to many of the 
problems faced by the “inner city” 
churches in the Diocese of California. Be- 
cause this is such an important problem 
and because indications are that this prob- 
lem will come before convention in Feb- 
ruary in connection with the Diocesan 
budget, Pacific Churchman is happy to 
print here the statement on the work of 
the city church which originated with the 
Cincinnati Conference. 


Report from the Cincinnati Conference 
of the Urban Church 


A Radical Missionary Reassessment 


One of the most exciting missionary op- 
portunities of our age lies open to the 
church in the inner city. Unless the dio- 
ceses make a radical reassassment in their 
attitude toward this opportunity, our 
church will lose the whole city. The key 
to the metropolitan complex, the center 
of the metropolitan power structure, the 
heart of metropolitan culture lie in the 
inner city. Over the years, the missionary 
strength of the city church has issued forth 
from the grand old downtown parishes to 
_ sow the suburbs with mission upon mission 
and to people the young churches with 
leaders. Now some of these same grand old 
parishes stand hollowed out, bereft of new 
strength, yet are still being called upon to 
give strength. 


We issue our urgent call to halt this 
bleeding process, to reverse this trend. 
Stand behind the still strong downtown 
churches, help the weak. Pour the vigorous 
maturity of the suburbs not only into the 
new suburbia which is so important, but 
also back into the new missionary country 
which the inner city has now become. 

To effect this change, we would suggest 
that: 


1. Every diocese, in whatever stage of 
urban development, have an Urban De- 
partment to analyze, plan and support the

complicated missionary thrust into the 
heart of the inner city, consulting with city 
and denominational authorities when nec- 
essary. 

2. Provision be made to alter missionary 
quotas in those inner city parishes whose 
financial strength is waning and upon 
whom incredible missionary demands are 
being made at the local level. 


3. Provision be made to assist parishes 
without necessarily requiring their reduc- 
tion to mission status. 


4. A great mission of the Church be seen 
as lying in the inner city, and that a Chris- 
tian standard of success be required from 
parishes located there; that this criterion 
be service, as in a hospital, rather than 
financial stability, as in a business. 


5. The diocese encourage relationships 
between suburban and downtown parishes 
where the strength, leadership, morale and 
finance may be shared with the strength of 
humility and simplicity. 

6. And above all, that the response to 
the overwhelming mission of the inner 
city be flexible and imaginative — ap- 
proached not as an unavoidable duty but 
as a positive and exciting opportunity in 
which is involved the whole future of the 
Church. 


The following statistics are relevant to 
the above: 


1. Thirty-five per cent of the population 
growth in America today is in the inner 
city. 

2. Thirty million people pee from 
one place to another in the last year. Sig- 
nificant is the fact that the inner city is used 
by a large percentage of these people as a 
port of entry. Here is an especially great 
opportunity. 

3. By 1980 most metropolitan regions 
will merge into 14 gigantic “strip cities,” 
known popularly as the “urban sprawl” 
comprising 60 per cent of the total popu- 
lation. 


4. Nearly half the people in America 
have no religious affiliation. Research in 
urban areas seems to indicate that about 
50 per cent of those who identify them- 
selves as Protestant, 65 per cent of the Jews 
and 35 per cent of the Roman Catholics 
do not accept the services of any local 
church or synagogue. All this adds up to 


100 million unchurched souls in America 
today. 

The image of the “missionary” in the 
minds of the laity and clergy, and espe- 
cially in the minds of aspirants to the min- 
istry is unrealistic and inadequate. The in- 
adequacy lies in the fact that the image 


_ fails to include (along with the rural and 


Overseas aspects) the man who is called to 
meet an ever-increasing demand to minis- 
ter in the inner city. In the minds of too 
many the inner city work is regarded as 
the Siberia of ecclesiastical preferment 
when in reality it must be presented as a 
vocation to which new men will commit 
vision must weigh upon both the parish 
priest and bishop. 

It is the obligation of the seminaries to 
be increasingly aware of the theological 
and cultural implications of inner city 
work if they intend to fulfill their obliga- 
tion to train these men. The fact that the 
problems, techniques and other factors are 
too fluid as yet to be easily systematized 
for class presentation is no excuse to ignore 
this field. Contrariwise it is both a judg- 
ment and challenge calling for the greatest 
creative thinking and teaching possible 
on the part of the schools and faculties. 


A sincere response to this mission will 
immeasurably deepen the spiritual life of 
the Church; a failure to respond may cost 
its soul.

LIVE to LEARN 


A column devoted to the 
task of education 


One problem facing all who are con- 
cerned with the task of education is the 
topic of a controversial debate in the cur- 
rent newspapers. This is the growing con- 
cern of many of our citizens to limit the 
distribution and sale of pornographic 
materials. 


There are those who would deny that 
this is a menace to the health and welfare 
of our people, just as the Roman Catholic 
Church is now attempting to refute the 
claims of the proponents of Planned Par- 
enthood that there is in fact a “Population 
Explosion.” Our Bishop has provided lead- 
ership on a national level which has con- 
vinced the majority of those who listened 
to his television program that the problem 
is a real and most urgent one. If we need 
to be convinced about the deluge of cheap 
literature which is available on the news- 
stands, our first job should be to purchase 
some of these magazines. In a recent con- 
ference of youth workers sponsored by the 
Northern California-Nevada Council of 
Churches the eyes of many of us were 
opened by the display of teen-age maga- 
zines which can be purchased in most of 
our communities. A knowledge of the 
nature of these publications would quickly 
cure us of indifference to the situation. 


And yet we know that we cannot clean 

up this social depravity by vigilante com- 
mittees, censorship or merely by passing 
laws, though it would seem that some new 
legislation might discourage the exploita- 
tion of our young people in this regard. 
The issue of civil liberties cannot easily be 
divorced from any discussion of the defini- 
tion or control of obscenity. Our confusion 
is confounded because we cannot readily 
-agree what is and what is not “obscene,” 
and even when this is possible we find vast 
disagreement in the best methods of re- 
stricting its distribution. 


The Church has a special stake in seek- 
ing an answer to these questions which go 
beyond any simple condemnation of por- 
nography as “immoral.” For the Church 
proclaims the Word of God treasured 
within the covers of a Holy Book, the 
Bible. It may come as a surprise to some 
people to discover that Scripture contains 
the accounts of many acts of violence and 
indeed, some passages which could well 
be classified as “earthy.” But the Bible, and 
volumes of faithful Christian scholarship 
interpreting its meaning, presuppose that 
church members can learn goodness, truth, 
beauty—and a personal knowledge of 
God in. Christ— from the recorded ex- 
perience of the prophets, evangelists and 


apostles, 


When we are tempted to discount the 
evil influence of trash—and there is no 
adequate documentation of the harmful 
effects of such literature or its relationship 
to juvenile delinquency —we should be 
clear what we are also acknowledging. For 
if it be true that pornography is harm- 
less, we need not be startled when we 
discover that truth — in the written word 
and in Scripture — is also “harmless.” 

It is the purpose of those committed to 
the task of communicating the Gospel to 
preserve the effectiveness of language. We 
cannot permit a generation of young peo- 
ple to be deafened by the degrading din 
which distorts so horribly the most 
precious and creative relationships of love. 
If words are to have power at all, this 
power may be used for redemption or for 
damnation; works can heal or they can 
hurt. 

In our churches, our children in wor- 
ship and in class, through the words of 
Scripture or the Prayer Book and through 
their own words are brought into a living 
relationship with Christ. It is well, then, 
for us to take seriously the possibility that 
preoccupation with the works of darkness 
will alienate our children from their fam- 
ilies, from the Christian fellowship and 
from God.

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‘Catholic for President’ 
Article in LIFE 


Considerabled attention was focused on 
the Diocese of California in December 
with the publication of an article entitled 
“Should a Catholic Be President?” in Life 
magazine. The article was written by Bish- 
op James A. Pike of this Diocese. 

Deprecating those who would vote 
against a man “simply because of his re- 
ligion,” Bishop Pike's article pointed out 
the various views on the Church-State re- 
lationship which had been held at different 
times and by different authorities within 
the Roman Catholic Church. Declaring 
that the candidate’s stand on these matters 
was a ‘real issue” in forthcoming elections, 
the conclusion of the article was that while 
a man should not be barred from the Presi- 
dency because of his religion, nonetheless 
the views on certain matters which his re- 
ligion might lead him to take were indeed 
important in such a decision. 

The article pointed to a division of 
opinion in the modern Roman Catholic 
Church between the “official” view, as set 
forth by Pius IX and later Popes, and the 
so-called “American” view, the chief pro- 
taganist for which is the Rev. John Court- 
ney Murray, American theologian. The 
article indicated that a Roman Catholic 
candidate who himself subscribed to the 
“official” view might be faced with real 
difficulties in the office of President of the 
United States. 


Japanese Bishop Sends 
Thanks for Relief 


The Most Rev. Michael Yashiro, Pre- 
siding Bishop of Nippon Seiko Kai (The 
Episcopal Church in Japan) has written 
to the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Lichtenberger, 
Presiding Bishop of the American Church 
to thank the latter for a gift of $15,000 
sent to Japan to aid victims of typhoon 


“Vera.” Bishop Yashiro’s letter follows: 
“My dear Bishop: 
“Thank you very much indeed for your 
letter. 


“We hardly know how to thank you for 
your exceedingly generous gift to aid sut- 
ferers in the typhoon of last September. 
We are most grateful for your help and 
we are happy that members of our Church 
have been able to join in the help given 
by Church World Service and the 
Y.M.C.A. in the rehabilitation of thou- 
sands of people who have been rendered 
homeless. We shall be able to repair the 
damaged churches immediately because of 
your help.”

RECTOR AT ADVENT, SAN 


The Rev. James T. Golder, Rector of 
St. Clement's Church, Seattle, Washington, 
will become Rector of the Church of the 
Advent of Christ the King, San Francisco, 
on February 14. Announcement of Fr. 
Golder’s acceptance was released by Homer 
Harvey, Senior Warden of the Advent 
Congregation. 

Fr. Golder, a native of Indiana, attended 
Northwestern University, Ripon College 
and Nashotah House Theological Semi- 
nary. He holds the degrees of Bachelor of 
Divinity and Master of Sacred Theology, 
both from Nashotah. He was ordained in 
1933 and served as Missionary for the Dio- 
cese of Eau Claire until 1936. In that year, 
he became Rector of St. Peter's Church, 
Ripon, Wisconsin, a post he held until 
1941 when he became Dean of Christ 
Cathedral, Salina, Kansas.

He has been in the Seattle Post 
for the past five years. He is a former trus- 
tee of his seminary and is currently serving 
as lecturer in Pastoral Theology at that 
institution. 

Fr. Golder is known throughout the 
Church for his work in the field of alco- 
holism. He is a graduate of the Yale Sum- 
mer School of Alcohol Studies and the 
North Conway Foundation Alcoholism 
Conferences. He has been chairman of the 
Committee on Alcoholism of the Diocese 
of Olympia since 1956 and is currently a 
member of the State Department of 
Health’s Division on Alcoholism, Gover- 
nor’s Board of Advisors. He has also served 
as Trustee of the Women’s Studio Club, 
a Seattle facility for rehabilitation of 
women alcoholics and he is a member of 
the Episcopal Church's National Commis- 
sion on Society and Alcohol.

The effort to introduce stimulating 
courses in science at the Cathedral School 
began this fall when Dr. Warren Breiden- 
bach (the father of two students in the 
school ) taught 12 weeks of biology. While 
funds for equipment are limited, it is hoped 
that the class will have an opportunity to 
perform simple experiments in mechanics 
and electricity. If anyone in industry can 
provide laboratory instruments which 
might be useful for demonstrations in 
physics or chemistry, such donations would 
be very welcome.

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SOCIAL RELATIONS REPORTS

One of the most rewarding and tangible 
expressions of the concern of the Church 
and the work of the Department of Social 
Relations, has been the response in giving 
to the Presiding Bishop’s Fund for World 
Relief, where through the cooperation of 
Church World Service we are able to 
“Share Our Surplus” and help in feeding 
the world’s hungry people. Both clergy and 
local divisions of the Episcopal Church 
Women, all over the Diocese, have indi- 
cated their concern in a very tangible way. 

Special recognition is given to the 
Church of St. Mary-the-Virgin in San Fran- 
cisco, and to its rector, the Rev. Keppel W. 
Hill, where it was announced that the 
loose offering on Sunday, November 22, 
and all of the Thanksgiving Day offerings 
would be given to this cause. The congre- 
gation responded by giving $493.50 and 
thus this church has assured 147,900 
pounds of food being placed in hungry 
mouths. Your help is also needed in this 
area where even pennies are important for 
a single penny assures the hungry of 30 
pounds of food.

REFUGEE RESETTLEMENT 


In this International Refugee Year we 
have accepted a quota of 246 Refugees, or 
approximately 85 families. These people 
are Dutch Indonesians; the victims of po- 
litical persecution, who now find their life 
investment in their native land completely 
wiped out. 

Among them are represented a wide 
variety of skills and occupations. 


The testimony of the churches who have 
cooperated in resettling refugees is uni- 
versally favorable. The concensus has been 
that these are “truly delightful and lovable 

ple; adaptable, hard-working and am- 

itious, who have caused the churches no 

concern. On the contrary, they have been 
a blessing.” 

The department must have the aid of 
the parishes in this work if we are to ful- 
fill our pledge for Refugee Resettlement. 
To encourage parish groups to offer their 
services to rectors and vicars in this pro- 
gram, the following steps are indicated for 


cooperating churches: 

1. It is mot necessary for the parish to 
sign an assurance for these people. The 
legal Refugee Assurance has already been 


‘guaranteed by Church World Service and 


our own National Council. | 

2. For those we agree to accept we must 
provide an initial residence — a rental; and 
the church be prepared to pay the rent for 
approximately two pay checks, or roughly 
30 days. 

3. We should be responsible for assist- 
ing in furnishing an apartment or what- 
ever is required if these people do not 
bring their furnishings with them. 


4. The church agrees to assist the head 
of the family in securing employment. 

5. Where reasonable distances are in- 
volved, it is best for the church to have the 
family met in San Francisco. Where these 
distances are too lengthy, the Department 
of Social Relations will see that the people 
are transported from San Francisco to 
whatever church has accepted responsi- 
bility. 

There are families with children, fam- 
ilies without children and some bachelors 
among the group we are now attempting 
to resettle. Your help is needed. It will be 
appreciated and it will be a visible dem- 
onstration of love in action. If your church 
can cooperate, please be in touch with the 
Department of Social Relations as soon as 


possible. 
DEPARTMENTAL ACTION 


In recent action, the Department of So- 
cial Relations has by unanimous vote, 
passed two Resolutions which are impor- 
tant to the attention of our Church. The 
first deals with the Clergy and Highway 
Safety. This Resolution, entitled “High- 
way Safety” states: 

WHEREAS it has been found that traf- 
fic accidents account for a major part of 
the injuries and fatalities suffered by 
the public, and 

WHEREAS we believe our Clergy have 
an obligation to their families, the com- 
munity, the Church, and to God to 
secure the maximum protection against 
such accidents; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. That we inform the Governor, the 
California Highway Patrol, and 
local Police Officials, by all pos- 
sible media, that the Clergy should 
be held strictly accountable for 
speeding violations, and neither 
expect nor receive leniency. 

2. That our Clergy accept as a moral

Christian people, must bring our influ- 
ence to bear so that equal opportunities 
in all endeavors shall be given to people 
of racial minorities, without regard to 
creed or national origins, and we urge 
others to join with us in this endeavor.

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to be built probablv in the near future. This 
is one of the more ideal residential areas 
in the diocese, physically and climatically. 

The Wednesday of that week I assisted 
the Rev. Dr. Williams at St. Mark's 
Church, Berkeley, at the funeral of one of 
our well-known diocesan laymen, Mr. Fred 
Payne. A distinguished person, successful 
in his business, he gave much of himself 
to the work of the Church both in the 
parish and in the diocese. He is the kind 
of a person who cannot help but be missed. 
Bishop Block found much satisfaction in 
having him as a clcse neighbor in his sea- 
side home at Carmel. At the end of the 
week I assisted in anuther church service 
in Richmond in memory of Dr. William 
Pettus who had a most effective missionary 
career as head of the Chinese Language 
Schools which operated so successfully in 
Peking until forced to leave at the time of 
the war. Dr. Pettus taught scores of our 
missionaries the Chinese tongue and when 
the school was re-established on the Uni- 
versity of California campus during the 
war taught hundreds of persons the Chi- 
nese language for service to the State in 
military and civil service. He had many 
qualities of greatness. 

On Sunday, December 13, I was assigned 
to visit St. Matthew's, San Mateo, to con- 
firm for the second time in the year a very 
large confirmation class. Unquestionably 
the parochial school operating here under 
the Sisters of the Transfiguration is one of 
the best in California and rendering in- 
valuable service to the community and dio- 
cese. In addition to a vigorous parish pro- 
gram in all phases of church work, the 
parish has a unique relationship to the 
well-known Mills Memorial hospital which 
from its inception has been tied closely to 
St. Matthew’s Church both in terms of re- 
sponsibility and service. The Rev. Lesley 
Wilder has been an ideal leader and the 
work has grown vastly under his wise 
guidance. At present he is ably assisted by 
the Rev. John Easton and the Rev. J. Henry 
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Thomas, former rector of St. Clement's, 
Berkeley. We all had a delightful luncheon 
afterwards with the gracious Mrs. Solomon. 
Her husband, Mr. Emmett Solomon, is 
senior warden of St. Matthew's and one 
of the most gifted laymen serving the 
Diocese. 

One of the interesting conferences of the 
next week was the final meeting of the 
Bishop Block Memorial Committee. The 
amount now contributed by the Diocese 
and other friends is approximately 
$52,000.00. What the disposition of the 
funds will be is covered in next month's 
issue. One of the nicer aspects of the gath- 
ering of the fund is to find so many of the 
Bishops of the Church represented in the 
giving, testifying as it does to the great 
regard in which he was held both as one 
of the great diocesan leaders of the past 
20 years and as one who contributed on 
the national scale to the work of his and 
our beloved church. We saw much of the 
regard and respect in which he was held 
by the Church as a whole when the General 
Convention met with us here in San Fran- 
cisco in 1949. 

On Saturday I assisted Bishop Pike at 
the wedding of Miss Virginia Young and 
the Rev. John Blacklidge, the Rector of 
St. Alban’s Church, Albany. It was a pre- 
dominantly clerical affair with both Bish- 
ops and the Bishop-elect in the chancel 
with the bridgegroom, a clergyman, and 
with six of the neighboring clergy acting 
as ushers..The bride is a physician and is 
presently serving at the Children’s Hospital 
in the East Bay. 

The next day we were at St. Clement's 
Church in Berkeley for confirmation. Dr. 
Guilbert always does a good job in pre- 
paring his classes for confirmation and 
this one was no exception. Two members 
of the class I had baptized at All Souls’ 
Church while helping out there during the 
war in the absence of the rector as a chap- 
lain in the Armed Forces. One of my great 
joys as bishop has been to meet Sunday 
after Sunday so many with whom I have 
had pastoral relationships in the past. 

In the afternoon I had the unusual ex- 
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perience of visiting the Chapel at the Ala- 
meda Naval Air Station for the privilege 
of confirmation. Here I found a fine class 
of both young and old prepared for con- 
firmation by Chaplain Sneary and pre- 
sented by him in the lovely base chapel. 
The unusual feature is that Chaplain 
Sneary is a Methodist clergyman who at 
the morning service had presented a class 
for Lutheran confirmation (prepared by 
him), and in the afternoon a class for 
Episcopal confirmation. I might add the 
class was excellently prepared. 

On Monday, December 21, I was privi- 
leged to preside at the ordination to the 
priesthood of the Rev. Llewellyn White 
who its our Vicar at Marinwood, the Church 
of the Nativity. Here the congregation has 
been worshipping in a house acquired for 
this purpose, the congregation recently by 
their own hands having enlarged the facili- 
ties so that 100 people can be seated. It was 
a lovely service made so in part certainly 
by the fact that it could be done in the 
home church and in the presence of so 
many of Mr. White’s devoted friends and 
fellow-workers. The Rev. Llewellyn White 
will have a most constructive and satisfy- 
ing ministry through the years, I am sure. 

The last Sunday in December I motored 
to Calvary Church in Santa Cruz for a 
confirmation service, the second class in 
1959. The Rev. Alexander Anderson is 
Rector and providing excellent leadership 
for this old, but strategically placed parish. 
It was a real pleasure to have the Rev. Nor- 
man Snow with us for the service, restored 
to health once again after a severe illness.

He will continue this 
function in his Diaconal role. 

The Rev. Donald W. Holly, Vicar of St. 
Andrew's Church, Ben Lomond, was or- 
dained to the priesthood at 10:30 a.m. on 
the Feast of St. Thomas, Monday, Decem- 
ber 21. The ordaining Bishop was Bishop 
Pike, who also preached the ordination 
sermon.

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Natl. Council Reaffirms 
Birth Control Position 


National Council of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church reafirmed its position on 
family planning at its meeting December 
7-9, in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The Coun- 
cil, in its official statements, first quoted 
the various resolutions of General Conven- 
tion and Lambeth Conference which were 
applicable. Summarizing these resolutions, 
it said, “The National Council, recognizing 
the Church's responsibility for the physi- 
cal, social, and mental, as well as the spirit- 
ual well-being of individuals and families, 
urges members of the Church as citizens, 
to press, through their governments, and 
through social, educational, and interna- 
tional agencies, for measures aimed at re- 
lieving problems of population growth, 
particularly in areas of acute overpopula- 
tion. 

“We further urge the study, in our 

parishes, of the report of Committee V, 
of the Lambeth Conference of 1958, en- 
titled “The Family in Contemporary So- 
ciety’... 
“, . . By ‘family planning’ is meant an 
extension of the responsible use of science 
into the realms of procreation within the 
permissible range of Christian ethics in the 
immediate interest of the family and the 
more remote, but no less real interest of 
society at large. As a means to the exercise 
of responsibility in procreation it is to be 
distinguished from other.means by which 
the birth rate and size of the family are 
reduced.” 

The Council was meeting for the first 
time in its history away from the Atlantic 
seaboard and was the guest of the Diocese 
of Milwaukee. The Rt. Rev. Donald H. V. 
Hallock, Bishop of Milwaukee, was host 
for the meeting, which was held at St. 
Paul’s Church in that city. The birth con- 
trol statement was made in response to the 
Thanksgiving Day statement on the sub- 
ject of the Roman Catholic Bishops and 
the newspaper publicity that particular 
statement had engendered.

delegating to Bishop Millard, he will do 
as good a job as I have sought to do—and, 

more likely, a much better one. 

It will be surprising if in the exercise 
of his jurisdiction Bishop Millard does not 
make some mistakes, or, in any case, make 
decisions which some may think are mis- 
takes. And I can say this since I have made 
a number which are quite clear to me, and 
perhaps, unfortunately, obvious to some of 
you. But occasional mistakes or no, it is 


important that a man given responsibility 
be given “his own head,” and this is ex- 
actly the arrangement that I have made 
with Bishop Millard. And he is a man 
worthy of such a trust. His election by you 
means that you agree with this judgment. 
As your Bishop and Chief Pastor, I ask 
from you every loyalty to him. His pres- 
ence among us in the episcope of the 
Diocese is going to mean a great deal to 
our progress over the years and will make 
it possible for me to be a better Ordinary 
of the Diocese. 
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
